Comets 
have liequently been seen in the day time. 
On the other hand, an essential part of a 
Comet is a nucleus, and there is no satis¬ 
factory evidence that the train recently 
teen, has a nucleus. In having its broad- 
;st cod farthest from the sun, it most re¬ 
sembles a comet. In disappearing while 
yet above the horizon in the evening, it 
nost resembles the Zodiacal Light. But 
he Zodiacal Light, (which proceeds from 
lie sun,) ought to fexteud down the hori- 
5 onthe appearance the ulhet evening 
did not. Without undertaking to decide a 
question which belongs to astronomers 
lather than lo ourselves, we proceed 
give a chapter on comets, from Murray’s 
Encyclopedia of Geography, together with 
a brtefdescriti^on of the Zodiacal Light, 
from the same work. But we will first 
premise that Prol. Nichol, of Glasgow Uti 
rsity, in his Architecture of the Hea 
is. as well as in his work on the Soli 
System, regards Comets as mere nebluse, 
of the most etherinl nature, and therefore 
pahlo of doing any mischief, though 
their nuclei should come in contact with 
the earth or sun. Ho says,—“A cornet i 
a vast mass of nebulous or purely elherij 
matter, so light and filmy that nothing o 
this earth can be compared to it. It wt 
calculated of one, that its whole irqjnense 
volume, if compressed into a density equal 
to our atmosphere, would not occupy 
more than a cubic inch! Even the den¬ 
ser part of these bodies—their apparent 
nucleus—is altogether filtny; for, through 
the very heart ol a comet ol considerable 
blight ness, sturs of the 16th magnitude 
have been descried.” And again, “Com¬ 
ets are nothing but nebulosities. Even 
their nuclei dissolve into a fog under the 
inspection of a telescope. Through the 
heart of one, Sir John Herschell once des¬ 
cried a cluster ol stats of the 16lh mag"' 
Murray on the other hand, 
rather Prof. Wallace, who wrote the i 
ironomicnl part of the Encyclopedia, 
quite eloquent while he is describing the 
disastrous consequences which would rc- 
It from a collision of a Comet with the 
rth, and hints a conjecture that Noah' 
Flood was occasioned by such collision.- 
Arago appears to occupy a middle 

& _ind between the two. He liowet 

comes to the conclusion that a Comet c; 
not sensibly change the course ot the 
earth’s seasons, or modily its temperature. 
Also, that there is not one chance in 281,- 
000,000, of a'Comet’s coming in ccllisto 
ith the earth or any other planet, wtthi 
long period, but that such an event is 
not absolutely impossible.—[Journal ol 
Commerce.j

aomet was as "tar, from the earth 
is, its actual length could not have been less 
than seventy millions of miles. 

The same writer speaks of “ a shooting ol 
lights ” through the tail of the comet, aud 
requests attention to it, but thinks 
only an optical illusion. 

Professor Caswell of Brown University, 
has addressed an article to the Ptovidence 
Journal on the same subject. He says : 

There seems no reason to doutii that this 
beam of light is the tail of a comet. The 
body, or nucleus, if there be any, is prob¬ 
ably too nearly in range of the sun to he 
seen. The direction of the tail would 
idently pass near the sun’s place, but 
whether north or south of it is not certain 
We ure authorized, then, to speak of this 
new visitor as a Comet; and it is certainly 
the most remarkable one which has been 
seen for at least a century. 

We have said that it was unlocked for. 
Since the commencement of the Christian 
Era, five or six hundred different comets, 
or at least different appearances of comets, 
have been noticed. Of this number the 
orbits of about 140 have been computed. 
The orbits are nearly all of n parabolic, 
form—that is, the path of the comet does 
not return into itself. When it has left our 
system, it leaves to return no more, unless 
its course should be disturbed by the at¬ 
traction of some heavenly body and its or¬ 
bit changed. 


This is tbe largest planet that has been dis¬ 
covered in the solar system, and from its su¬ 
periority of size the name by which it is known 
;as given it, Jupiter, the most distinguished 
f tbe heathen deities.
